> THE evening preceding the hurricane, the gth of October, was re- 
'markably calm, but the {ky furprizingly red and fiery ; during the night 
much rain fell. On the morning of the roth, much rain and wind from 
N. W. By ten o’clock it encreafed very much ; by one, the thipsin the 
© bay drove; by four o'clock, the Albemarle frigate (the only man of 
) war then here) parted her anchors and went to fea, as did all the other 
veffels, about 25 innumber. Soon after, by fixe’clock, the wind had 
PH torn up and blown down many trees, and foreboded a moft violent 
Ptempeft. At the Government-houfe every precaution was, taken to 
® guard againft what might happen; the doors and windows were barii- 
® cadoed up, but it availed little. By ten o’clock the wind forced itfelfa 
paflage through the houfe from the N. N. W. and the tempeft increafing 
every minute, the family took to the centre of the building, imagining 
from the prodigious ftrength of the walls, they being three feet thick, 
and from its circular form, it would have withftood the wind’s utmoit 
rage: However, by half after eleven o’clock, they were obliged to re- 
treat to the cellar, the wind having foreed its way into every part, and 
torn off moft of the roof. From this afylum they were foon driven out; 
the water being fopped in its paflage, having found itfelf a courfe into 
the cellar, they knew not where to go; the water had rofe four feet, 
and the ruins were falling from all quarters. ‘To continue in the cellar 
wasimpoffible’; to return to the houfe equally fo; the only chance left 
| was making for the ficlds, which at that time appeared equally danger- 
ous: It was however attempted, and the family was fo fortunate as to 
get to the ruins of the foundation of the flag-{taff, which foon after gi- 
ving way, every one endeavoured to find a retreat for himfli; the Go- 
vernor, and the few that remained, were thrown down, and it was 
with great difficulty they gained the cannon, under the carriage of which 
they took fhelter: Their fituation there wes | 
of the cannon were moved, and they had reaion to fear that under which 
they fat might be difmounted, and cruth them by its fall, or that fome 
of the ruins which were flying about might put an end to thcirexiftence; 
aud to render the fcene ftill more dreadful, they had much to fear from 
the powder magazine, near which they were; the armoury was level 
with the ground, and the arms, &c. fcattered abent. Anxioufly did 
they wait the break of day, flattering themielves, that with the Jight 
fey would fee a ceflation of the ftorm; yet when it appeared, little was 
the tempeft abated, and the day ferved but to exhibit the moft melan- 
choly profpedt imaginable ; nothing can compare with the terribie de- 
vaftation that profented itfelf on all fides; not a building ftanding ; the 
trees, if not torn up by their roots, deprived of their leaves and bran- 
ches;. and the moft luxuriant {pring changed in this one night to the 
drearieft winter.

as yet impoffible to make any accurate cafeulation df the 
numberof fouls that have perished in this dreadiul calamity ; whites 
and blacks together, it is imagined, execed fome thoufands, but fortu- 
nately few people of confequence are among the number. Many were 
buried in the ruins of the houfes and buildings. Many fell viétims to 
the violence of the {term and jnclemency of the weathier, and great 
numbers were dtiven into the fea, and there perihhed. ‘The troops have” 
fn fered inconfiderably, though both the barracks and hofpital were early 
blown down. Alarming confequences were dreaded from the number 
of dead bodies that lay uninterred, and from the quantity the fea threw 
up, which however are happily fubG@ded. What few pmulic buildings 
there were are fallen in the generalwreck ; the fortifeationshave fiuffer- 
ed very confiderably. ‘The buildings weré all demolithed; for fo vialeat 
was the {form here, when aifitted ly the fea, that atwelve pound gun 
was carried from the fouth tothe north battery, a diltadee of 140 yards. 
The lofs to this country is immenfe ; many your's willybe- required fo 
retrieve it. 4 

General Vaughan’s attention tothe inhabitants of Bridgetown has 
been very great. On the rath of O¢tober, fuch orders were iffued to 
the treops, and obeyed with fuch alaerity, that every thing was kept 
quiet in the town, which would otherwidc have been io great danger of 
being plundered by the prifoners of war, &c.. who were liberated by the 
demolition of the prifons, and are now, to the number of above 800, 
difperfed over the town and country; they, however, ander. this con- 
troul, behaved tolerably well, and have been of much iervite to the in- 
habitants who have given them employment. 

On the rath of October the Governor wnt ta Bridgeton, iffued a 
proclamation, and took fuch fteps as appeared of utility to the inhabi- 
tants. ‘The merchants, &e. formed an affociation, and appointed com- 
mittees for the interment of the dead, the care aad diitriyution of the 
provifions, &c. ‘hey vored thei: thanks to General Vaughan and the 
treops; to whom “they propofed, as a reward tor the ferviee they had 


been of in protecting their property, to give them fixpence per diem ;_ 


to which Mr Shirley,parveyor of the navy, promited another fixpence. 
A floop was, on the 16th, difpatched to St Lucia, to Commodore Ho- 
tham, with the melancholy tidings of the dreadful calamity that has 
befallen the illaad, vequefling him to fend a frigate to Kagland with 
the news. ‘

Emboldened, then, by the experience of your Majefty’s:graciou 
condefcenfion on former gecafions, we humbly prefume to lay befor 
your Majefty a faint reprefentation of the devaitation and ruin, ia 
which a violent hurrigane, on the 10th of this month, has involved 
all the inhabitants of Barbados; and here, may it pleafe your Majelty, 
words are inadequate to reprefent in its true civeumftances the prefent 
horrid icene. 

After a feries of accumulated misfortunes had reduced this once 
flourifhing ifland to the loweft degree of poverty, a devouring irrefitt- 
ible hurricane, in point of violence unprecedented ia the memory of 
man, has, we fear, completed the deftraétive work ofsuin. LEftates 
which appeared to potlefs the beft-cowsrudied buildings, have had 
thofe valuable buildings levelled with the earth: Nor has there been 
any ove pofleffion im the ifland, but what has received very confider- 
able, nay, irreparable damage. ‘To hear the dying groans of a very 
confiderable number of the inhabitants, who lay expiring inthe ftreets 
of the towns, as well as of others killed about the country, is a cir- 
cnmitance too thocking even to mention.—Thys hafe your Majelty’s 
faithful fubje&s been reduced, and the farvivers. left without habita- 
tions, the fatal confequences of our dreadfyl calamity, 

Without refources of timber, without any ce of wealth to yur- 
chafe fuch timber, was it to be procured, o thofe’ other neceflaries ef 
fential for'reaping our little crops—we are now left without any pro- 
f{peét of alleviating our unfortunate condition. - 

Haplefs, however, as our fituation may be, we have every advan- 
tage to hope, every good to expe tj from the benignity of your Maje- 
fty’s compaffionate difpofition, and from thofe endearing feelings which 
have taught the world, that in the fame perfon may be united the 
great and powerful monarch with the amiable good*wman. In behalf, 
then, of this ruined ifland, we humbly requeft fach affittance as may 
be judged by your Majelty’s wifdom moft propet for us to receive. 

But, while we afk for prefent relief, we are not unmindful of for- 
mer benefits; and permit us, Sire, with hearts full of gratitude, to 
return your Majeli? the poor tribute of our thanks, the anly tribute 
te have to offer for all the benefits we have enjoyed under your Maje- 
fty’s reign—a reign we fincerely hope may be as long and happy as you 
yourtelf, Sire, can with it to be. 

It would be injuftice in us to conclude without embracing this op- 
portunity of beaving our teftimony to the worthy conduct of our pre- 
fdnt Governor, who at all times, but more efpecially on the lait dread- 
ful occafion, in the midft of our misfortunes, has exerted himfelf with 
fo active a zeal for the public fervice, as reflects back the honour he 
derives from the Reyal appotmtment.—-We are,

She brings letters, dated St Euftatia, 18th 
November. Thefe advife, that, about the latter end of Sep- 
tember, a Datch Admiral arrived there in a 74 gun thip, who 
declared, that a war with Britain would happea in three months. 
Several letters from Amifterdam were to the fame purport. Af- 
ter the arrival of the Admiral, the Governor of Euftatia {ei- 
zed every vefiel that came into the harbour, which had former- 
ly belonged to it, but had’ been captured by Britih cruifers, 
Thefe were inftantly condemned in she Court of Admiralty, 
What muft {till appear more rigorous and fevere; if a privateer 
had taken goods belonging to any Burgher of Holland, com- 

laint was made of this to the Governor, and the .complainer 
fad no more to do than point out either debts or goods belong- 
ing to any of the owners of the privateers who made the cap- 
tures, when they weré immediately feized, condemaed without 
a hearing, and the Burgher paid his demand. The Datch 
Admiral falated the flags of American veffels of all forts. This 
thews plainly, that the Dutch were preparing for war, and ex. 
pected it. ‘The lofs at St Euftatia, by thé hurricane, is com- 
puted at 200,000 |. Sterling. 

From the accounts brought by the above veffel, we are hap- 
py to. inform our readers, that there are provifions in the Bri-* 
tith. Iflands fafficient to ferve them for fix months, and that the 
price was not advanced. : 

By thefame conveyance we learn, that General Vau han, 
with his troops, had gone to St Lucia. Thofe from the other 
iflands were expected to have orders to join him, and to make 
an attack on St Vincent. ‘There were nine fail of French mea, 
af war of the line on their paffage from St Domingo to Mar- 
tinique,, ‘They met with the gale, and received damage.
